, Musk from Coal Oil,

The officers of the Patent Office, who are ac- 
customed to all kinds of queer inventions and 
who think themselves casehardened against 
cranks and surprises of every kind, had an ex- 
perience the other day which was a novelty to 
them.

Still she appears to have 
hit near to the mark, for Mr. Edward Stokes, 
an employé of the Missouri Pacific, who was 
on the same train with Mrs. Gougar, says: 

There is no question concerning the quantity of 
liquor aboard the Hearst train. There was at 


least one baggage-car load. I counted eight 
empty bottles, but there were three 
sacks and ten boxes which were yet 

As regards the disgraceful conduct men- 
tioned by Mrs. Gougar, I did not see any intoxi- 
cated people aboard the Hearst train, and do not 
believe Mrs. ar did. There was more or less 
loud talking and possibly some swearing, as there 
always will be upon an excursion of any kind 
largely composed of men. 

A representative of one of our contempora- 
ries who on the ground had his attention 
called to an express-wagon load of wine-cases 
containing both full and empty bottles which had 
been brought in from the baggagecar of the 
Grafton excursion train. There was also a be- 
wildering assortment of Mexican curios, ranging 
from parrots dogs to Pueblo pottery of start- 
ling design. e number of wine-bottles shown 
was commented on pretty freely by people who 
dropped into the office, most of whom had read 
the Gougar interview. 

Now there may have been no dtunken Con- 
gressmen on this journey, but the fact re- 
mains that it took a baggage-car full of 
liquor to wash down the grief of the Congres- 
sional mourners for the late Senator Hearst, 
and that as the result of this liquid consign- 
ment there was much loud talking and swear- 
ing, which hasa disagreeable suggestiveness 
about it. The Congressmen did not drink the 
whole car-load of liquor, but they did their 
best to accomplish the feat, for there were 
eight barrels of empty bottles, the thrifty 
drinkers not chuckmg the bottles out of the 
car windows, but preserving them to get the 
rebate. The salvage on the bottles also saved 
the people along the route from realizing the 
intensity of Congressional grief which would

If this scandal shall serve to call the atten- 
tion of the country to the disgraceful nd un- 
seemly character of Congressional funeral 
junketing and put.an end to the large appro- 
priations made for such purposes no one need 
regret it.

THE BEST WAY TO MAKE MEN VOTE. 

Mr. Bryan of Du Page County offered two 
bills in the House of Representatives last 
week, one providing a penalty for voters who 
refuse to register, and the other declaring that 
registered voters who do not vote shail be 
called on exclusively for jary duty before 
other citizens are drawn. 

The object of these bills is excellent; but is 
not there a better way of getting at the desired 
result? It w wiser generally to turn an 
enemy’s flank than to attack his front. It is 
better to lead men, where it can be done, than 
to drive them. An attempt to do tne latter 
rouses the old Adam in them. 

Suppose Mr. Bryan were to change his tac- 
tics and introduce a bill providing that the 
election clerks shall annually, in canvassing 
their precincts, make lists of all who are en- 
titled to vote but refuse to register. Let it be 
ordered that those lists shall be passed over to 
those who have charge of the drawing of ju- 
rors, and that the names shall be taken there- 
from till all these men who would not vote 
merely that they might dodge jjury duty had 
stood their turn. . 

The enforcement for a very short time of 
this law, the propriety of which would be ad- 
mitted by all except the jury dodgers, would 
open the eyes of the latter to the fact that 


they were more likely to do jury service when | 


they did not vote than when they did. There- 
upon tiey would see. to it that their names 
were placed on the registry, and the number 
of those who while entitled to vote did not do 


30 for other reasons than sickness or absence | 


would shrink to small proportions. . And this 
good work would have been done without ar- 
rests, prosecutions, or fines. 

At the same time that this proposed change 
is made the Election law should be amended 
so as to deprive the present transfer system of 
its vexatious features. A voter who has 
changed his precinct between elections should 
be permitted to register at the new one 
without having to spend hours and travel 
miles in gettitig a transfer certificate. He 
should be required simply in addition to giv- 
ing the usual information to state his last 
place of residence. His name and those of 
others should be with the old ad- 
dresses to the judges” of the old precincts 
to strike the names off their books if they 
found them there, or, if they did not, to re- 
port the fact to the.cierks of the new precincts 
for investigation. That may put a little extra 
labor on judges and clerks, who are paid for 
their services, but it will free from a great 
deal of trouble 40,000 voters who are not paid 
for the time they lose under the present 
system. 

If possible the law should also be amended 
so that the last day of registration may be two 
instead of three weeks before election-day. 
To what extent this would be a convenience 
to citizens, and how greatly it would increase 
the vote nt elections without, however, open- 
ing a loophole for fraud, this paper has stated 
on many occasions.

It was easy enough to 
say that the value of a deed consists in the con- 
veyance of title to the realty it describes. It con- 
veys or changes the title the preceding party had 
to the property by quit claim or warranty. The 
land or lot may be worth only a few dollars, or 
thousands, or nothing. The deed is merely a 
written instrument, signed and sealed, conveying 
the title of the signers to other persons. A de- 
benture bond might be issued against the prop- 
erty for its supposed selling value or less, which 
may be transferred to another person like a rail- 
road bond by indorsementin blank. The bond 
might provide that if it was not paid on a day 
named in the futare the holder thereof should 
have the legal right to foreclose his mortgage 
bond, take possession, and evict the maker of the 
bond. Such paper, however, would not do for mon- 
ey. It might be used as acollateral on thesecurity 
of which to borrow money. But if the money 
borrowed was paper notes which could not be 
converted into coin on the demand of the holder 
its purchasing power would be a mighty uncer- 
tain quantity.

As often as not it manifests itself by 
producing an eczema, and one of the most remark- 
able cases that have fallen under my attention was 
of a lady who came to me for treatment, suf. 
fering in this way so painfully that existence was 
impossible for her exceptin a bran bath. For 
two-days she lived in this bran mash with only 
her head above the surface.“

To each 
bottle of medicine a coupon is to be attached 
which is tobe torn off and preserved by the 
druggist when the bottle is sold. Clearing- 
houses are to be established in the big cities, 
and these coupons are to be presented there at 
the end of every month, or every three 
months, with the affidavits of the druggists to 
the effect that the bottles of medicine to 
which they were attached were sold at the full 
retail price. The coupons will be purchased 
then for 20, 33, or per cent of the retail 
price of the medicine and that will be the 
druggist’s profiton his sales. In case the 
druggist cute the price of any of the medicines 
his coupons will not be redeemed and he will 
not receive any profit on his sales. He will, 
in fact, be out o 22 for he will have sold 
the medicine for less than he paid for it. Be- 
sides that his name will be put on a black list. 
and the manufacturers and wholesale druggists 
are not to sell him any more medi- 
cine, ves are to be employed to 
ferret out the men who cut rates and to report 
to the cleari officials. Their testi- 
mony will destroy the value of the coupon. To 
pay the expense of having detectives and run- 


ning the clearing-house each member of the 
association is to be assessed. Ir order that 


the amount of business one druggist does 
shall not be known by all the other men in the 
association the coupons of the clearing-house 
are all to be handled by one man, and he to be 
sworn to secrecy. 

The coupon part of this arrangement has not 
yet been put in operation, and it may not be. 
Circulars containing a detailed description of

ENDS IN VICTORY. 


| She Has Earned $12,000 by the Walk from 


San Francisco—Five Pairs of Shoes Worn 
Out—Her Feet Badly Swollen When She 
Reached New York City Last Week 
After Walking 215 Days--Sufferings She 
Has Endured. 

New York World March 28: When Zoe 
Gayton walked into the Grand Central Station 
at precisely nine minutes before 4 yesterday 
afternoon she was probably the most exhaust- 
ed woman in the City of New York. But she 
had declared she would reach here Pri- 
day, nine days ahead of her schedule 
time, and in she came. When she 
emerged on Forty-second street, heard 
the familiar cries, and saw the 
familiar building the plucky woman’s nerve 
deserted her for just a moment and her eyes 
filled. The knowledge that her long tramp 
from San Francisco wasended, that her wager 
was won, and that rest awaited her did what 
no amount of hardship or suffering could do. 
But it was all over in a moment, and the spec- 
tators who had assembled to greet her prob- 
ably did not notice how gear she had been 
to a complete breakdown. 

Miss Gayton arrived at High Bridge at 2 

o’clock to flud a delegation of NewY-orkers 
awaiting her. Under their escort the re- 
mainder of the trip was made rapidly, and 
immediately upon reaching the city the whole 
party proceeded to the office of the sporting 
paper where an informal recéption was 
held until 6 o'clock, Miss Gayton’s 
party included W. J. Marshall, her manager; 
J. L. Price, the representative ot the Califor- 
nia men who made the wager ; and last, but by 
no means least, Beauty, the actress’ pet span- 
iel, who has trotted by her mistress’ side dur- 
ing the long months since Aug. 27, when the 
tramp began. 
The woman has. walked every step of the 
way from San Francisco; has suffered from 
cold, hunger, and privation; hae slept out in 
the plains, in barns or hastily improvised 
tents, and shows in face and figure the cffects 
of the trip. Her feet and limbs are swollen to 
twice their: normal size, She is threatened 
with nervous prostration, and for the last few 
days she has been unable to or i or vat. Itis 
feared;that a serious attack of illness may 
follow, but the will power which has carried 
her so far may help her to avoid that. 


At the end of the reception the actress and. 


her party proceeded to the Ashland House, 
where she ate a light supper, and retired to 
her room immediately. was almost too 
much exhausted to speak, and the reporter 
who called late in the evening was able to re- 
alize keenly the effect of a 8,395-mile walk 
upon the human system. 

The pedestrian says she has no intention of 
being ill, and proposes to rest but a few days 
before returning to active life.. The latter 
part of her trip was made pleasant by the 
courtesy of the people along the route. 
different points enthusiastic citizens flung 
banners to the breeze in her honor, and to- 
wards the last she was followed by a small 
army of admirers from surrounding towns. 
She walked twenty-two miles Thurs- 
day and _ twenty-five miles yesterday, 
She has made the trip in 215,days, instead of 
the 225 wagered on, she has much 
time by various accidents and delays. She 
has made most of her journey on the railroad 
ties, but was warned at Tarrytown that it 
would be wise to discontinue this practice 
while approaching New York as the number 
of trains passing made it extremely danger- 
ous, Consequently Miss Gayton followed the 
road highway and found it a decided improve- 
ment on ties. 

When the lady arrived in this city she wore 
her third traveling dress and her fifth pair of 
heavy shoes—all much worse for wear, 
The soles of the shoes were but a pleasant 
memory, and an artistic fringe hung from the 
bottom of her dress and brown ulster, Her 
complexion has been ruined by wid and rain, 
and altogether she will require her own atten- 
tion for some time to come. 

Mr. Marshall, her manager, was much wor- 
ried over her condition last night, extreme 
nervousness bei unusual with her. Miss 
Gayton, however, deciared that she would be 
all right in a day ortwo, and that she intended 
to bold a little press reception Monday or 
Tuesday. She is also to draw her money 
Monday, and it is safe to assume that the pos- 
session of $12,000 will do much towards pro- 
moting health and spirits. When she is en- 
tirely rested the young lady will start out 
with a new play, dealing with incidents of the 
trip. She herself will be the star, and the 
route arranged covers all the cities and towns 
through which the indefatigable walker passed 
on her way to glory. 

These important points having been talked 
over the reporter withdrew, leaving Miss Gay- 
ton to muse upon the 3,396 miles behind her 
and the $12,000 before her.

SCHEMES IN THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 


A Stenographer and Typewriter Provided to 
Give a Place to a Friend of Senator Quay.

Last 
spring all the vessels wintermg there were 
chartered for grain weeks, and most of them 
months, before the season opened. When the 
fleet left port, April 10, it earried 4,500,000 
bushels of grain. This year only tweive ves- 
sels have reported charters thus far, and the 
total tonnage is but 775,000 bushels. This 
arises from the certainty that unless the 
season is artificially shortened by 

ments grain rates will fall with the others, and 

shippers are holding off for the break. The 

worst feature about the proposed postpone- 
ment until May 15 1s t it throws away fine 
weather and crowds the movements of freight 
more largely into the stormy and dangerous 
months, Bes:des this, vesselowners are fix- 
ing lower schedules of wages for their em- 
ployés, and serious labor troubles are not un- 
likely before the season closes. All in all, the 
outlook for lake commerce is more squally 
than at any time since 1886, and not a few 
vesselowners wish the season were safely over.
